I, David B. Olson, state as follows: 



1, I am a coinventor of the above-identified patent application. 



2. I have first hand knowledge that EB-9220 is an aromatic uretbane hexaacrylate 
having substantially the same structure as EB-220, depicted in FIG. 4 of U.S. 5.908,874. 

3, Based on refractive index testing conducted at. 3M Company, the refractive index of the 
crosslinkers employed in Control 1 , Control 2, and Examples 1-8 of Table 1, on p. 14 of the 
above-identified patent application are as follow: 

Refracti ve Index at 25°C 
EB-9220 1.51 



PETA (pentaerythritol iriacrylate.) 1.48 
TMPTA 1.47 



Although the absolute refractive index of a material can vary to some extent depending on 
the equipment used, it can be concluded that EB-9220 has a significantly higher refractive 
index than PET A and TMPTA. 

4. Based on retractive index testing conducted at 3M Company, the refractive index of 
pentaerythritol tetra(meth)acrylate is 1.48. Based on rny experience, pentaerythritol 
tetra(meth)acryiate can be substituted for pentaerythritol triaerylate.
